AMENDMENT AFTER FINAL REJECTION 

Applicant requests that the examiner reconsider the final rejection of December 28, 2005 
based upon at least two shortcomings of the cited references. Applicant's glow plug has two 
major new features. The first is a circumferential groove which extends completely across all six 
faces of the hexagonal portion of the body of the plug. The second is an engine block 
contactable base being formed in a horizontal plane which base is located at a bottom end of the 
hexagonal portion. 

A claim chart is enclosed herewith which includes a copy of claiml and a copy of Figure 
4. This chart shows these two features. 

The examiner has cited the Brooks patent No. 4,582,981 for the proposition that it has a 
circumferential groove 95 extending completely across all six faces of the hexagonal portion (see
